Problem:   Suzy will address negative emotions and money management leading to her alcohol and 
drug use. 
Progress/Regress:   Suzy made progress towards both treatment plan objectives in this dimension. 
For her first objective, Suzy completed "Negative Emotions" from the Living in Balance series in 
order to learn to cope with her emotions in a healthy manner without using substances.  Suzy 
reported that when she get's depressed, she becomes impulsive and typically uses substances.  She 
has learned to recognize what she is feeling and knows she needs to pull herself back before making 
any irrational decisions. Suzy plans to ask others for help, tell herself that she will feel better, and 
take advice from others instead of closing off.  She also has plans to continue counseling. 
 
For objective two, Suzy completed "Money Management" from the Living in Balance series, in 
order to reduce her financial dependence upon her parents.  She created a budget for herself and 
after looking at her income and expenses, identified that she spends more than she has coming in.  
Suzy identified areas that she will need to cut back on, but she still feels she will need some 
assistance in budgeting her money.  She is considering filing bankruptcy on her old bills that she 
doesn't think she will be able to manage.  
 
Dimension V:  Relapse/Continued Use or Continued Problem Potential: 
 
Problem:   Relapse Prevention 
Progress/Regress:   Suzy made progress towards this treatment plan objective. 
Suzy's objective was to identify her relapse triggers and develop a relapse prevention plan.  She 
completed the "Relapse Symptom Line", "Relapse Triggers", and "Aftercare Plan Components" 
from the Adult Psychotherapy Homework Planner.  Suzy listed her entire relapse history and 
identified patterns surrounding her multiple relapses.  She reported that when feeling intense 
feelings of any kind she needs to stop, think, ask for help, and talk to someone.  Suzy reported plans 
to follow all parole requirements, be involved in AA, make commitments, follow through, and 
spend time with her children and family.   

 
Dimension VI:  Living Environment: 
 
Problem:   Lack of housing, and the financial means to afford housing. 
Progress/Regress:   Suzy made progress towards this treatment plan objective. 
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Suzy's objective was to identify her negative housing situation, leading to her relapse and explore 
alternative housing options. Suzy completed the "How Safe is my House" workbook, and was 
accepted to live in a halfway house. She also has contacted her Parole Agent to find suitable 
housing upon release from the halfway house. Suzy reported that she has never had a stable living 
enviroment, other than while incarcerated. She understands that making smart residence decisions 
will increase her chances of success. She did not want to parole to a halway house, but does 
understand it would be a wise decision for her.  
PROGNOSIS: 
 
Fair: 
 
Explanation:  Suzy participated well in treatment and completed her assignments in a timely 
manner.  She appears to have the desire and motivation to stay clean, but seems to feel 
overwhelmed by all that it is going to take for her to manage her sobriety.  Suzy is going to need a 
lot of support and will need to keep a close eye on her emotions.  She appears overwhelmed by the 
thought of managing her money and paying her bills; it seems she may benefit from some financial 
counseling while in the halfway house.  It seems relationships with men are a trigger for her. At this 
time she is in a relationship with a sober man, but the stress of a relationship can still be a relapse 
trigger. Suzy should maintain close contact with a counselor to allow her to vent her feelings and 
manage her emotions in order to avoid relapse.   
 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 
 
1. Reside at a Half Way House 
2. Complete a Continuing Care Program. 
3. Avoid all contact with drinking/using peers. 
4. Abstain from the use of alcohol and other drugs. 
5. Attend a Twelve Step Program. 
6. Continue to use Criminal Thinking Replacements.
